Thr know that their
emi lovers have felt th effect f th hard
times, although torn of them sr that thla
rropnsnl to reduce their pay hs eom from
merchant tailor who draw their ptrong
from peopl who are not affected by any tem-
porary depression in business. Tb Merchant
Tailor' Aeeo-'iatio- include about thirty-fl-

tailors In thl city. They have rooms at 241
Fifth avenue, and ara among tha bast knawa
tailor in New York.

Whether or not there I a atrtk of the men
employed In th fashionable tailors' shops, tha
present trouble will give the outside world aa
unusual inalght Into the method and custom
ol the men who make high-price- clothes. It
must be born In mind that th men who ara
now proposing to strike are only those who
aew garment after they have baoneutand
fitted snd finish them off. They are not tha
cutter. The gentlemen sr artist. Th
other workers ara almplv the Instrument
through which their conception ar raalUed.
Their ealarlee range from tlOU a weak
down, dependent, of eourae, en th
establishment In which ther are employed.
The men who wage It I now proposed to
reduce sew the parts of a garment together.
fit In th linings, sew on th button and th
brld. and do everything that make a finished
garment of th part th cutter give to thorn.
Th mn and th small number of woman
who do tha same work ar paid by th place.
Each garment costs a fixed prloa to make.
Both side tn the present contest agree that
the wages of tbs avenge tailor do oot much

xceed $1! a week. There are some employed
In the fashionable shop in Fifth avenu that
make aa mnch aa 4U a week durUg the whole
year. But that cases ar so xcptionaI that
they have ! radically n bearing on th pres-
ent question.
